All 8100 system components listed in the accompanying price 
table are in maintenance category A, except the 8809 tape 
drives and the 3289-3 printer, which are in category D. These 
categories determine the schedule of extended maintenance 
charges. The two schedules differ for extended Monday- 
through-Friday maintenance. Prime-shift maintenance is 
provided for any consecutive nine-hour period between 7 a.m. 
and 6 p.m., Monday through Friday. The premium for 
extended maintenance is expressed in the table below as a 
percentage of the prime-shift maintenance charges, which are 
shown in the accompanying price list.

For users without a maintenance contract, the 8100 is 
maintained under per-call class 1. Under this class the per-call 
charge during regular hours is $67.00 per hour, and during off 


hours the charge is $78.00 per hour. The hourly rate for 
systems engineering service is $72.00. Programming service/ 
programming assistance costs $97 per hour during regular 
hours and $112 per hour outside regular hours. 


The current Agreement for Lease or Rental of IBM Machines 
provides users with a single contract on which they can specify 
mixtures of rental and leased equipment, each with various 
terms. CPU’s rented under the plan can be terminated or 
downgraded on 90 days’ notice, and all other rented 
equipment can be terminated or downgraded on 30 days’ 
notice. Base terms and extension terms are specified for each 
piece of equipment through a leasing agreement. 


The termination charge for the two-year lease arrangement is 
the lower of 5 months’ charges or 25 percent of the remaining 
value of the lease. The lease arrangement also guarantees a 
maximum rate of increases for extended leasing periods; the 
rate for all 8100 components is five percent per year beginning 
in the second year.
